above it is a p lot of 120 acres of excel­ 
lent land, recently p urchased by the 
S tate as the site for the new Southern 
Ind iana Insane H osp ital.

several buildings be 
constructed aud a t once. 
The p ublic 
schools of a city are of first im p or­ 
tance to every citizen and it is false 
economy to econom ize in th eir equip - 
men t. 
The school board and a council com 
m ittee have visited 'several cities, in ­ 
sp ected a large num ber of buildings. 
T heir unanim ous op inion is th at we 
need the very best equip m ent th a t can 
be secured but th a t under the circum ­ 
stances buildings should be erected 
th k t w ill be first class *in structure, 
heating and ventilation, leaving out 
the excessive cost of fancy exterior 
and exp ensive fa m ish ing for the p res 
ent. 
The build ing should be substantially 
constructed for it m eans economy in 
the end. 
A t p re se n fw e are in need of eleven 
rooms for grades, according to our 
p resent condition, but four m ore rooms 
w ould m uch b etter serve the beet in ­ 
terests of the school children in the 
grades. 
The high school, larger than 
our neighboring cities, enrolled 183 
p up ils th is y ear. 
F or th is dep artm ent 
a large asem bly room is needed, be­ 
sides seven rooms for recitations and 
laboratory . 
The 
assem bly 
room 
should be as large as five ordinary 
school rooms. 
W ith these needs staring the school 
city in the face, there m ust be work 
done and a t once. 
The am ount asked 
for can be easily p aid iif ten y ears and 
w ithout anv or w ith very little in 
crease of taxes. 
B ut it is not a ques- 
ion of money w hen we have 7 35 school 
children needing quarters for the next 
y ear in ad d ition to the crowde« l con­ 
d ition of the T h ird w ard building. 
Every one should vote for the p ro­ 
p osed bond issue and in a few y ears 
we shall all p oint w ith p ride to cur 
new school buildings hand have re a ­ 
sons to sp eak of the excellent results 
com ing from tbejw'hools of Rushville. 
Let every one vote.

“It’s Sinfu l to Drink on 
Su nday,” b rou ght home to early ris­ 
ing hou seholders in m any sections of 
the city the fact that Lou isv ille yes­ 
terday was for the first tim e in m any 
years, dry a s Tophet. As the day wore 
on it was seen that the state and city 
au thorities were in dead earnest ab ou t 
pu tting on the lid. 
The streets and 
cars w ere filled with aim less Sab b ath 
lou ngers drifting from one point to an­ 
other, v ainly seeking the am u sem ents 
and conv eniences to which they hav e 
b een accu stom ed. 
The ab sent-m inded 
ones w ere easily discernib le b y the 
growth of b eard which they had ex­ 
pected to hav e remov ed, not thinking 
to find the b arb er shops closed. 
The 
wise ones who had taken thou ght of 
the morrow took to the tall grass with 
su ndry b ottles secu red b efore S atu r­ 
day m idnight. 
Ev ery place in Lou isv ille and Jef­ 
ferson cou nty w here intoxicants are 
sold was with one exception closed 
tight. 
The exception was a park con­ 
du cted b y a Heb rew, who ob serv ed 
Satu rday as the Sab b ath. 
H e was ar­ 
rested and will b e tried, b u t was al­ 
lowed to continu e selling throu ghou t 
the day, doing a roaring b u siness as 
the news spread. 
Fou r other places
